Principal Hubert Wood, at 
East Concord, is doing outstanding social work with his pupils 
especially with the boys. The work, of Edith Lee, at Texas, is 
deserving of high praise.

An outstanding repair job was done last summer on the 
Brook school building. It received the Proctor First Prize of 
$100.00. Some of the new things about the building are: roof, 
woodshed, porch, chimney, floor, ceiling, cloak rooms, toilet 
rooms, painted outside and inside. Some new things in equip- 
ment are: heater with fresh air inlet and foul air extractor; the

A baseball team 
was organized at East Concord and played some very good 
games. The only scheduled play activity at our high school is 
basketball. Our boys have always played exceptionally good 
ball and they have always had loyal supporters but they have 
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always been hard pressed to meet their expenses. As we have 
no gymnasium I would suggest that the Town Hall be provided 
free for basketball. 

I sincerely appreciate the cooperation that I have received 
from everyone in my work with the children.
